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PEACE PROSPECTS 


General Otis Not Allowing 
Them to Interfere With 
His Plans. 


EXPECTS FILIPINO ENVOYS

eral expectation among Americana that 
the Filipino emissaries will return with 
revised proposals from General Antonio 
Luna, Major General Otis is not letting 
this prospect interfere with his prepara­ 
tions for pushing the war.

dered Major General Lawton to return 
to Augat, a few miles northwest of 
Norsagaray, and not to advance aggres­ 
sively while the negotiations are pend­ 
ing. 
General MacArthur is apparently 
acting on the same policy, but he is re­ 
pairing bridges and strengthening the 
lines of his force, which is stretched out 
with a 4-mile front aud within a quar­ 
ter of a mile of the enemy. 
The possibilities of peace was gratify­ 
ing to a groat majority of the army, 
who have regarded th© w ar as an un­ 
pleasant. duty that must be performed 
according to American traditions. 
Manila is cho rf a I fiver tho prospects 
of a return to normal life, though there 
are scentless who remark that a truce 
would enable the insurgents to rest un­ 
til the rainy season upon which they 
have been depending as an important 
aid.

There has been no suspension of hos­ 
tilities, but it is regarded as likely that 
General Otis, while not losing any of 
the advantage he has gained, will afford 
the Filipinos reasonable time to consider 
the situation and terms as he presented 


them to the envoys of General Luna. 
It is expected confidently by officials of 
the war department that th© way to 
peace now being paved, further negotia­ 
tions will be opened by the insurgent#. 
It is believed to be probable that the 
next important news received from Ma­ 
nila will be that the Filipinos have 
made additional overtures toward a con­ 
clusion of hostilities.

Rochester, May I. — Three persons 
were killed, more than a dozen seriously 
injured and 60 loss seriously hurt as the 
result of a wreck yesterday afternoon on 
the Rochester aud Ijtko Ontario rail­ 
road, better known as the Bay railroad, 
at Rosenbaur’s Corners, about a half 
mile north of the city line, when two 
cars on an excursion train filled with 
passengers left the track while round­ 
ing a curve ar full speed and were com­ 
pletely wrecked.

J. TIERNEY, aged 24, died at the City 
ho* pi tai. 
U nknown Man, died after being re­ 
moved from the wreck. 
The seriously injured are: 
Julia Sullivan, fractured collarbone, 
George Brasser, 0 0 mpound fracture of 
forearm. 
Kinll Steingraber, back badly injured. 
Otto Hah ake, both legs badly bruised 
aud Ixmes of right hand broken. 
W illiam Gorman, severe scalp wound. 
Kinde Schram, sm all bones of right foot 
broken. 
John Brleshall, compound fracture of 
right log. 
Km ma Tuefel, now broken and face 
terribly lacerated. 
James Ijombard, internal injury; may 
prove fatal. 
J. F. Moore, II. L. Borid, Oscar D ir­ 
ac bal. William Doerrer, O, lh Hinehart, 
John Sullivan, Charles Worn©# and Jos­ 
eph Zimmer; the two latter may die. 
Besides these at least 50 more were 
cut and braised, but went to their 
homes without giving their names. 
The tram , which was crowded with 
excursionists bound for different points 
along the shores of Lake Ontario in the 
Irondequoit bay district, left th*- bay 
station in this city ar 2:41 o’clock yes­ 
terday afternoon, about 15 minutes late. 
Every seat in t he conches was filled and 
n large number of people were standing 
on the platforms. 
The train was made up of an engine, 
one closed and two open coaches. There 
is a grade about IOO yards from the cor­ 
ner crf North avenue and Ridge road, 
and when this grade was reached the 
speed of the train increased perceptibly. 
Down the grudge swept the train, its 
speed increasing constantly. 
When the far curve was reached the 
engine rounded it with startling rapid­ 
ity. 
Next to th© engine was the closed 
carriage, divided into two compart­ 
ments. and when it reached the curve it 
veered over to the north and rode around 
the curve on th© left wheels. 
It had 
gone but a part of the bend in the track 
when it left the tracks and shot straight 
ahead. 
There was a sudden crash a* 
the couplings between the engine and 
coach were severed, aud then the coach 
again veered over aud plowed through 
the earth for several feet before drop­ 
ping on its side. 
When the first coach left the track the 
engine sjied on down the track and the 
other coaches were forced off the track. 
The cloM-il v>Mich, * liich was overrurned, 
had a partition that divided th© front 
part from the rear.

ment was a smoking compartment.
